MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


EXxEcuTrive DEPARTMENT, 
Carson City, December 31, 1864. 
To the Senate of Nevada: 


An Act which originated in the Senate, entitled “An Act authorizing 
the issuance and sale of certain State Bonds, and providing for the pay- 
ment thereof,” is herewith returned without approval, for the following 
reasons : 

The Constitution, section six, of article nine, provides as follows: 

“The Legislature shall provide a special tax of one-half of one mill 
on the dollar of all taxable property in the State, in addition to the other 
means provided for the support and maintenance of said University and 
Common Schools.” 

Again, it provides, section twenty-four of Schedule, as follows: 


« For the first three years after the adoption of the Constitution, the 
Legislature shall not levy a tax for State purposes exceeding one per 
cent. per annum on all the taxable property in the State.” 

A proviso is attached to this section, however, permitting a special 
tax of not exceeding one-fourth of one per cent. per annum for the pay- 
ment of the debt of the Territory of Nevada, assumed by the State. ` 

From the foregoing provisions it seems that all the direct tax which 
can be levied for State purposes, including educational, is one per cent. 
per annum. i 

Section six of the Act herewith returned levies an annual ad valorem 
tax of one per cent. on each one hundred dollars. of taxable property, 
and appropriates the whole thereof to purposes other than for the State 
University and Common Schools, and is therefore in derogation of the 
above provisions of the Constitution; and is so for the further reason, 
that the levying of a tax is not the expressed subject of the title of the 
Act, as it appears it should be by the provisions of section three of article 
nine, which requires any Act creating a State debt, such as the one to be 
created by the Act in question, to levy an annual tax providing for the 
payment of such debt, principal and interest. 

Section seven of the Act herewith returned makes appropriations of the 
money to be derived from the sale of the bonds contemplated. This 
section is objectionable, for two reasons: First—It is in conflict with the 
provisions of section seventecn of article four of the Constitution, which 
reads as follows: 

“Rach law enacted by the Legislature shall embrace but one subject, 
and matter properly connected therewith, which subject shall be briefly 
expressed in the title.” + 

The creation of a State debt and levying a tax for its payment is one- 
subject, and appropriations of money by the Legislature is another. 
Second—The appropriations made by this section are not in conformity 
to the requirements of section fifteen, article six, of the Constitution, 
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which positively requires the Legislature to set apart from each year’s 
revenue a sufficient amount of money to pay quarterly the compensa- 
tion of the Judges of the Supreme Court. oe 

The title of this Act should be “An Act authorizing the issuance and 
sale of certain State Bonds, and levying a tax to provide means for the 
payment thereof.” 

The tax levied by this Act should not exceed ninety-five cents on each 
one hundred dollars; the remainder of the one per-cent. contemplated, 
being for educational purposes, should properly be levied by the general 
Revenie Act. 

This Act should not make any appropriation of money except for the 
payment of expenses incurred in the procurement of bonds to be issued, 
and of placing the proceeds of the sale thereof in the State Treasury.

State. 

But, admitting it were otherwise, your committee cannot find reason 
to believe that at the end of the-limitation provided in the bill the pros- 
pects would necessarily be brighter, or the taxes more easily paid. 

Again, the interest upon the Territorial Bonds, amounting to nearly 
twenty-five thousand dollars, is due and payable in February. 

To delay the payment of taxes would make the State a defaulter m the 
| payment of this interest, and thus seriously injure the credit of the State. 
| Your committee believe that the passage of this bill would also greatly 
| prejudice the sale of the present State Bonds, now provided by law to be 

issued, and thus, in a measure, clog the wheels of Government; for what 
| guarantee would the holders of the new bonds have that the time for the 
| collection of taxes upon the assessment of 1865 may not be again ex- 
| tended, and by such means fail to meet the payment of the interest due 
| January, 1866? For these reasons, briefly cited, your committee do re- 
| commend the rejection of the bill by indefinitely postponing the same.

I herewith return without approval Senate Bill No. 33, entitled “ An 
Act amendatory of an Act entitled An Act relating to Marriage and Di- 
vorce,” approved November twenty-eighth, one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-one, being chapter thirty-third of the laws of Nevada. 


| 


The first section of this bill is amendatory of section twenty-seven of 
the original law. The succeeding and only other section reads as fol- 
lows: “ An Act entitled An Act concerning Judgments of Divorce in the 
Probate Court of Storey County, approved December tenth, one thous- 
and eight hundred and sixty-two, and all other Acts in conflict with the’ 

rovisions of this Act, are hereby repealed.” 

The first section is amendatory of the law in relation to divorces, 
passed in one thousand eight hundred and sixty-one; but the second sec- , 
tion repeals another law passed a year later, which simply legalized the 
judgments of the Probate Court of Storey County in divorce cases. The 
matters contained within those different Acts, it will be seen, are essen- 
tially different, and it is equally apparent that the title of the bill now 
under consideration is not descriptive of, or in any manner relative to, 
the subject matter affected by the second section of it. 

From the title, extended as it is, beyond the ordinary or usual formula 
of words, it conveys no intimation, or even suspicion, that its purpose isto 
repeal a law enacted for the sole purpose of legalizing the judgments of 
a particular court. That the title of an Act should substantially indi- 
cate the matter contained in the body of it, is most obviously the mean- 
ing and intent of that portion of the Constitution, article four, section 
seventeen, which reads as follows: “Every law enacted by the Legisla- 
ture shall embrace but one subject, and matter properly connected there- 
with, which subject shall be briefly expressed in the title.” 

The last section, repealing the law of one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-two, no doubt is designed to have some particular operation, as 
probably was the object in‘its original enactment; but certainly it does 
not in its title embrace either the subject or matter properly connected 
therewith. 

As, in my judgment, the ‘bill seems to be an infringement of the 
fundamental law just quoted, I most respectfully return the same to your 
honorable body for further consideration.

Mr. President : 


The joint committee, appointed by the Senate and Assembly to ex- 
amine into the title of the State to the State prison property, would 
report that they have made a full examination of the same, and submit 
the following as the result of their investigations: i 

On the first day of March, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-four, Abraham Curry and wife executed a deed to the 
State, prison building and twenty acres of land upon which said building 
is situated, for and in consideration of the sum of eighty thousand 
($80,000) dollars, which deed is of record inthe Ormsby County records, 
pages sixty-three, sixty-four, and sixty-five. By the terms of said deed, 
the said Curry covenants to warrant and defend the title and interest in 
the said premises against the acts and deeds of himself, and all parties 
claiming by, from, under or through him; from which it is apparent that 
the instrument is simply a quit claim deed, with a covenant or guarantee 
against incumbrance. ae 

In order to ascertain the exact location of the property, your commit- 
tee caused a survey to be made of the same by Butler Ives, Esq., civil ~ 
. engineer, and we herewith submit the plot of survey for reference. 

From the said survey, we ascertained that three (3) or four (4) acres 
of the ground conveyed to the State are situated in the southwest quar- 
ter of the southeast quarter of section sixteen (16), township fifteen, 
“see accompanying ;” and the remaining portion of the twenty acres 
purchased, including the State prison building, is embraced within the 
southeast quarter of said southeast quarter of the same section. 

_ The first named forty acres, southwest quarter of southeast quarter of 

section sixteen, was entered by pre-emption by Emanuel Myer; in the 
United States Land Office, on the eighth day of July, inthe year of our 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and sixty-four, the same party claim- 
ing settlement of the same from July twentieth,in the year-of our Lord 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty. And the last named forty acres 
by Alvah Mitchell, on the seventh day of June, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-four, who claims a settlement from 
August twentieth, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty. i i 

We have consulted the Attorney General in the matter, and herewith 
submit his written opinion, which will be read with interest. It presents 
the effect of the settlement and pre-emption of Myer and Mitchell in a 
very clear manner. ; à 

We are of the opinion that the State holds title to the property by 
very slight tenure, and would recommend that immediate steps be taken 
to protect her interests in the same. 

As neither Myer nor Mitchell has obtained a patent to the property, 
and.as the State prison building is located upon the sixteenth section, 
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“donated to the State for school purposes,” we believe that prompt sc- 
tion will secure the property to the State. ~ 

We would recommend that no disposition of any portion of the six- 
teenth sections be made, and no school warrants be issued, until the title 
of the State to the prison grounds be perfected. 

We would also further recommend that an appropriation of the sum of 
five hundred dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary, be made 
for the employment of counsel at Washington to guard the interests of 
the State in said property.

Your Committee appointed to inquire into the existence and authen- 
ticity of the opinions of the Supreme Court of the Territory of Nevada, 
beg leave to report: 

That in pursuance of the resolution of the Honorable, the Senate, they 
-have made a thorough investigation, and taken the testimony of several 
witnesses, under oath ; which testimony, as the same was reduced to 
writing in the presence of your Committee, and by them approved, is 
herewith returned to the Senate as a portion of this report. 

From the testimony taken, your Committee find and report the follow- 
ing state of facts, viz: 

First—That James McC. Reardon was clerk of said Supreme Court 
‘from the time of its organization until about the twenty-seventh day of 
July, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
three. That none of the original opinions rendered while he was such 
clerk, are now in existence, or at least cannot be found; but that nearly, 
if not all, of said opinions were published in the Virginia papers, shortly 
after their rendition. = 

Second—That Alfred Helm was appointed clerk of the Supreme Court 
of said Territory about the twenty-seventh day of July, in the year of 
our Lord one thousand eight hundred and sixty-three. That, at the 
commencement of his term of office, he sent about twenty original opin- 
ions of said Court to Thomas Fitch (then reporter of said Court, and at 
- that time connected with the Virginia Union) for publication in that 
newspaper. That said opinions were duly published in said newspaper, 
but that in the course of such publication, said original opinions were 
destroyed, in consequence of being taken to pieces and scattered among 
the compositors for the setting up of the type. 

Third—That the printed copies of all original opinions published 
during the time. Mr. Reardon was clerk of said Supreme Court, as also 
of those published in the Virginia Union, at the commencement of Mr. 
Helm’s term of office are correct printed copies of the original opinions 
that have been lost, or cannot be found. The proof-sheets of those 
printed at the commencement of Mr. Helm’s term of office, having been 
carefully read and corrected by Judge Turner before their issue. 

. Fourth—That the Hon. George Turner has in his possession copies 
. of all the opinions of the Judges of the Supreme Court of the Territory 
of Nevada, that are now on file in the office of the Clerk of the Supreme 
Court of the State; also, correct printed copies of the lost or destroyed 
original opinions, which were published in the newspapers during the 
term of office of Mr. Reardon, and at the commencement of the term of 
Mr. Helm. 

Fifth—That the collection of printed copies in the possession of Judge 
Turner, of lost or destroyed original opinions, was regarded by the 
Judges of the Supreme Court of the Territory of Nevada, as correct and 
authentic, and that the same were consulted by such judges as being the 
opinions of the Court in their judicial deliberations and actions. 

Your committee would further report, that the result of their investi- 
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gations exonerated the Hon. George Turner, late Chief Justice of the 
Territory of Nevada, from all censure; that all statements, wherever 
and whenever made, to the effect that he had, at any time, improperly 
obtained possession of the original opinions of the Supreme Court of 
said Territory, are unsustained, and that the copies of such opinions 
now in his possession, and which he proposes to publish, under the sanc- 
tion and by the authority of the State, are correct copies of the opinions 
actually rendered by said Court.

Congress shall have power to enforcesthis Article by- appro- 
priate legislation.”

AND WHEREAS, subsequently the loyal citizens of the nation, repre- 
sented at Baltimore in nominating convention, did adopt the following 
as a portion of the platform whereon Abraham Lincoln was reélected 
President of these United States, to wit: 


“Resolved, That as Slavery was the cause, and now constitutes the 
strength, of this Rebellion, and as it must be always and everywhere 
hostile to the principles of Republican Government, justice, and the 
national safety demand its utter and complete extirpation from the soil 
of the Republic; and that we uphold and maintain the acts and procla- 
mations by which the Government, in its own defence, has aimed a 
death-blow at this gigantic evil. We are in favor, furthermore, of 
such an amendment of the Constitution, to be made by the people in 
conformity with its provisions, as shall terminate and forever prohibit 
the existence of Slavery within the limits of the jurisdiction of the 
United States.” 


Now, therefore— — 


Be it Resolved, Conjointly by the Senate and Assembly of the State of 
Nevada— 
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_ First—That we heartily.indorse the proposed amendment to the Fed 
eral Constitution, as set forth by, the above quoted records, and passed 
by the official action of the national Senate, and approved by the great 
majority of the national House of Representatives, and the unanimity 
of the Union nominating Convention, which, assembled in Baltimore in 
one thousand-eight hundred and sixty-four. ' ' 

Second~That we regret it was not committed to our power to for- 
mally and finally make this indorsement in accordance with the mode 
prescribed for the adoption of tbis` Constitutional amendment into full 
force and effect, after the same shall have received the requisite majority 
in the national House of Representatives. . l 

Third—That his Excellency the Governor, be requested to forward a 
copy of this preamble (connected with these indorsing and regretful 
resolutions,) to our Senators and Representatives in Congress.

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MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


STATE OF NEVADA, 
Executive DEPARTMENT, Carson, February 9, 1865. 


To the Hon. Senate of Nevada: 


I herewith return to your honorable body, in which it originated, sub- 
stitute for Senate Bill No. 155, an Act to incorporate the city of Vir- 
ginia, to provide for the government thereof, and to repeal all other Acts 
in relation thereto, without approval. My reasons for withholding my 
approval thereof, are as follows: 

First—It appears to me impolitic, and establishing a bad precedent, to 
legislate one set of municipal officers out, and appoint another set in 
their stéad, without allowing the voters of a city a voice in the selection 
of their own officers. Here, it may be urged, that the necessities of the 
case, in justice to the tax-payers of Virginia, are such that something 
must be done to relieve them from their present embarrassments, and 
protect them from future waste and extravagant use of the public 
moneys.’ But if this precedent is set, when a necessity is claimed to 
exist, it will probably hereafter be followed in other cases, when the only 
pretext, will be the desire of one political party having the ascendancy, 
temporarily, in the Legislature, to oust its opponents from office; I think 
the example once set would lead to bad results. 

Second—I doubt whether the thirty-second section of the bill is not 
in direct conflict with the Constitution. That section provides that the 
Mayor, when performing the functions of a municipal judge, “shall 
exercise all the powers and jurisdiction of a justice of the peace.” The 
first section of article six of the Constitution contains this sentence: 
“The Legislature may also establish Courts for municipal purposes only 

in incorporated cities and towns.” Itis, in my mind, a grave question 

whether a court established for municipal purposes only can have the 
ordinary jurisdiction of justices’ courts in civil cases. If the Mayor, un- 
der this Act, should attempt to exercise the power of a justice court, 
and the Supreme Court should afterward hold that no such powers could 
be conferred on a municipal court, it would lead to much confusion and 
endless trouble and litigation. : 

The last and most insurmountable obstacle to the bill is that those 
gentlemen named therein for the position of Aldermen will not accept 
the office. Upon this point 1 have the most positive and direct informa- 
tion. If the appointees in the bill will not accept, the present Aldermen 
will bold over until March, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-seven, 
under the provisions of section forty-one of the bill. This, instead of 
shortening, would extend the term of the present~incumbents about 
eighteen months. The forty-first section of the bill reads as follows: 

“This Act shall take effect, and be in force, from and after its passage, 
but shall not affect the terms of any of the present officers, until after 
the qualification of the officers appointed by section seven of this Act.”

And I most respectfully and earnestly urge them again upon 
your consideration, especially that part which suggests the passage of a 
general law, covering this and all other similar cases. J am not individ- 
ually prepared to admit Nevada to be behind the progressive spirit of the 
present age, or that there is not wisdom and ability enough in this State, 
as in others, to make general laws to cover all such cases. 

Aside from constitutional questions, as one of sound policy only, I 
cannot conceive how the Legislature can be justified in spending their 
time and money upon these special bills, when it is patent to all that the 
limited time allotted is insufficient for the enactment of those general 
laws without which the State, in its infancy, must materially suffer, 
especially abroad, in fame and credit. I am glad to know an effort is 
being made to pass a general law on the subject of toll roads, and hope 


it will prove successful, as it is necessary these franchises should be at 


the disposal of some authority, soas to be made available to those who 
will improve them, hence, to the public. l ; 

I should gladly approve of this bill if consistent with my convictions 
of duty, for I know the necessities and justice of the case; but believing 
as firmly as ever that a general law can be made applicable, and that 
therefore this, if approved, would be unconstitutional and nugatory, I 


reluctantly decliné its approval.

To the Hon. the Senate of the State of Nevada: i 


, I berewith return to your honorable body, Senate Bill No. 19, entitled 
‘An Act to provide for the publication of a' volume of Reports of the De- 
oe of the Supreme Court of the Territory of Nevada,” without ap- 
proval. ; . 

My objections to the bill are, that it appropriates five thousand dollars 
when the treasury is not now, and is not likely to be, in a condition to 
meet this appropriation at the time it will be called for. If more money 
is appropriated than the funds in the treasury will pay as the warrants 
are presented, it will introduce a system of scrip buying and selling 
which will at once be injurjous to the credit of the State, and to all_per- 
sons who shall have claims against the State, whether for services or 
material furnished. 

Besides, the appropriation appears to me extravagantly large. There 
are, I am informed, only sixty-nine cases in which written opinions were 
filed by the late- Supreme Court of the Territory of Nevada. Most of 
them were short opinions, and are not sufficient to constitute a reasona- 
ble sized volume of reports. It has been estimated, that three hundred 
volumes of the reports of the Supreme Court of the State, of the ordinary 
size, may be furnished at a cost of about three thousand dollars. I can- 
not see why a volume of much less size should cost five thousand dollars. 
I am informed the Clerk of the Court has only about eighteen of these 
ninety-six opinions on file in his office. If copies of the other fifty-one 
decisions are in the hands of a private individual, there is no method of 
authenticating them, and showing they are the opinions originally ren- 
dered, or correct copies thereof. 

This would certainly detract from the authoritative quality of those 
decisions, and render them of less weight than they might otherwise be. 
In the present impoverished state of the treasury and State, I cannot 
think it wise to expend money for publishing opinions of doubtful 
authority, and more especially do I think it unnecessary to pay twice 
the sum that would be required to procure their publication. If deemed 
absolutely necessary to publish these opinions, doubtless some competent 
person could be employed for five hugdred dollars, or less, to prepare all 
the opinions now on file, and all to be found in the files of the Virginia 
newspapers, for the printer. They might then be published as a part of 


the first volume of the Reports of the State of Nevada, at a trifling cost 


to the State.

To the Hon. Senate of Nevada: - 


I herewith return to your honorable body, without approval, Senate 
Bill No. 20, entitled “An Act to authorize the construction of a railroad 
from Virginia City to the Truckee river.” 

This bill proposes to give to certain individuals the right of way for a 
railroad from Virginia City to Carson and the Truckee river, and in 
order to make the franchise more valuable, gives them the exclusive 


-right to run their road over a certain route, and protects them by saying 


no other road shall be constructed within one thousand feet of theirs, 
during the next fifty years. The route named is the only feasible one 
between the points named. The several passes through which this road 
would run are so narrow, that to build any other road would be next to 
impossible. It certainly was not the intention of the framers of our 
Constitution that ever a special franchise should be granted by the 
Legislature, except for mnicipal purposes; but, by this bill, you grant 
not only a special, but an exclusive, franchise for’ railroad purposes. I 
regard, section one, of article eight, of the Constitution, as peculiarly in 


‘ point. It reads thus: “ The Legislature shall pass no special Act in any 
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manner relative to corporate powers, except for municipal purposes, but 
corporations may be formed under general laws.” This provision, 
considered as a whole, connected as it is throughout, conveys the idea 
that no special law can be passed to create a corporation, or to confer 
corporate powers, save in the cases therein excepted. It, therefore, 
clearly intends to prevent the conferring upon individuals by special Act, 
whether incorporated or not, those powers usually exercised by corpora- 


tions. This is a special Act in its details; relates to corporate powers, in- 


fact. According to the definition of “ corporations” given by many law 
writers, it creates a corporation, for it grants a franchise which, by those 
writers, is said to be a “corporation.” The powers granted by this bill, 
which usually and properly belong to corporations, are those of bolding 
property; a franchise of suing and being sued, of succession and perpet- 
uation, of excluding all others from the privileges granted to those 
named, of charging for freight and passage such rates as they alone may 
decide upon; and it also provides that if the grantees incorporated 
under a general law, they shall, as such corporation, hold and enjoy all 
the rights and powers given them in this bill. What could they then 
acquire by incorporating, not already given them by this bill? Scarcely 
anything, save corporate name and seal. Then, so far as the public is 
concerned, the Act might as well declare the parties named a corpora- 
tion, name it, and authorize it to have and use a seal. The intention of 
the framers of our fundamental law, as set forth in the section above 
quoted, and in section twenty-one of article four, evidently was, that no 
corporation should be formed, corporate powers conferred, or right of way 
granted to-any corporation, (except municipal,) by special enactment ; 
but that general laws, regulating all these questions, should be passed, 
so that at any time parties wishing it might incorporate, and by proper 
legal steps acquire such right of way as they needed, without burden- 
ing the people with onerous taxation to pay for legislation at every 
‘session upon these questions. And it is but fair and just to the people 
that you so legislate. They expect it; they desire it; they need it. 
Shall they have it ? ; 

Besides these constitutional objections, others of grave importance 
present themselves. This grant would create and defend a monster 
monopoly, cutting off most successfully all competition in the railroad 
business between Virginia and Carson, and between Virginia and the 
Truckee river, and intermediate points, for fifty years. It gives no 
guarantee that the road will be built, and no recourse for damages if not 
built. Its effect would be retard, rather than encourage, the completion 
of a railroad from California to and across our State. It requires a bond 
to be given for the payment of damages done to private property, but 
does not require it to be secured or approved by any one. 

These are a few of the many objections which compel me to withhold 


my approval of the bill.

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
Carson, March 6, 1865. 


To the Hon. the Senate of Nevada : 


I herewith return to your honorable body, without approval, Senate 
Bill No. 13, entitled “An Act to amend an Act entitled an Act to regu- 
late the settlement of the estates of deceased persons,’ approved 
November twenty-ninth, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-one. , 

The section of law the bill proposes to amend reads as follows: “If 
the person so cited refuse to appear and submit to such examination, or 
to answer such interrogations as may be put to him, or her, touching the 
matter of such complaint, the court may, by warrant for that purpose, 
commit him, gr her, to the county jail, there to remain in close custody 
until he, or she, shall submit to the order of the court, or to be dis- 
charged according to law; and if, upon such examination, it shall 
appear that such person has concealed, embezzled, smuggled, conveyed 
away, or disposed of any moneys, goods, or chattels, of the deceased, or 
that he has in his possession, or knowledge, any deeds, conveyances, 
bonds, contracts, or other writings, which contain evidences of, or tend 
to disclose, the right, title, interest, or claim, of the deceased to any real - 
or personal estate, claim, or demand, or any last will of the deceased, 
the Probate Court may make an order requiring such person to disclose 
his knowledge thereof to said administrator, and may commit said 
person to the county jail, there to remain until such order be complied 
with or be discharged according tolaw; and all such interrogatories and 
answers shall be in writing, and shall be signed by the party examined, 
and filed in the Probate Court. (The order for such disclosure made 
upon such examination shall be prima facia evidence of the right of such 
administrator to such property in any action that may be brought for 
the recovery thereof; and any payment recovered therein shall be for 
the double value of the property, and damages in addition thereto equal 
to the value of such property. In addition to the examination of the 
party, witnesses may be produced and examined on either side.)” 
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After making careful examination of the above section, as it is, and as 
this bill would amend it, I am unable to discover any improvement 
which the amendment would make. On the contrary, the section ap- 
pears to me to be more. effective and useful without, than with the 
amendment. It might be technically amended and made to read better,

Your Standing Committee on State Prison, to whom was referred the 
petition of C. N; Noteware and Geo. A. Nourse, members of the Board 
of State Prison Commissioners, beg leave to report that they have had 
the same under consideration, and failed, after a careful perusal of the 
provisions of an Act to provide for the government of the State Prison, 
to find any provisions in said bill which impose unnecessary, unreasona- 
ble, or onerous duties, upon the Board of State Prison Commissioners, 
as set forth in said petition. -Your committee also fail to discover that 
by the provisions of said bill the said Board of Commissioners are 
charged with unusual responsibilities, and that they are at the same time 
made powerless. ` Section four of said Act- provides that the Board of 
State Prison Commissioners “shall have full and exclusive control of, 
and over, all the State Prison grounds, buildings, prisoners, prison labor, 
prison property, and all other things belonging or appertaining to said 
prison, and shall establish such rules and regulations and by-laws for the 

overnment and regulation thereof as they may deem proper ;” thus 
showing that said Commissioners are vested with full and exclusive 
control, not only over the property of the prison, but over the labor and 
government thereof; a very necessary authority, in the opinion of your 
committee, as distinguished from the power conferred upon the Warden. 
Your committee are of the opinion that no more power can be safely 
taken from the Warden and conferred upon the Board of Commissioners. 
+ The petitioners referred to in this report, say that the person made 


" Warden of the State Prison by the provisions of-this Act, hereinbefore 


referred to, “ has had no more experience in the conduct of such institu- 
tions, than we ourselves,” thus intimating that-the Legislature, inthe 
passage of the Act providing a government for the State Prison, and 
filling the office of Warden, has exhibited, in the premises,a great 
want of judgment. 

Your Committee have not particularly examined into the qualifications 
of the present incumbent of ‘the office of Warden, and are of the opinion 
that the existing law had-not been in force a sufficient length of time to 
develop its’merits or demerits, or to enable the aforesaid petitioners to 
know whether the present incumbent of the position of Warden isa 
capable person-for that position or not; it is therefore the judgment of 
your committee that any interference with the existing law would, at 
this time, be premature, the same having passed and become a law after 
careful and mature deliberation on the part of both branches of the Leg- 
islature, and its utility not having yet been fully tested. f

EXEcUTIVE DEPARTMENT, i 


Carson Cirry, March 10, 1865. 


To the Hon. the Senate of Nevada: 

I herewith return to your honorable body, without approval, Senate 
Bill No. 250, entitled “An Act to encourage enlistments, and provide 
bounties and extra pay for our volunteer soldiers, called to the service 
of the United States.” 

I deeply regret that the stringent provisions of the Constitution com- 
pel me to withhold my approval of this bill. Its object is meritorious, 
and could it be so, we ought to give some aid to our soldiers. 

Section twenty-four, of article sixteen, of our Constitution, reads thus: 
« For the three first years after the adoption of this Constitution, the 
Legislature shall not levy a tax for State purposes, exceeding one per cent. 
per annum on the taxable property in the State, provided, the Legislature 
may levy a special tax not excecding one fourth of one per cent. per 
annum, which shall be appropriated to the payment of the indebtedness 
of the Territory of Nevada, assumed by the State of Nevada, and for 
that only, until all of said indebtedness is paid.” This provision clearly 
prohibits the levy and collection of the tax imposed in this bill. 

It is contended by some, that the provisions of the above section are 
suspended by those of section three, article nine. With all due deference 
to the opinions fof others, I must follow my convictions of the proper 
construction of the two sections as they relate to each other, and to our 
powers in the premises. The latter provision being made last, and in 
view of the establishment in carrying on of an economical State gov- 
ernment, and in view of the former section of the Constitution, I think 
prohibits the levy of more than one and one fourth per cent. per annum 
taxes for three years, unless it were so done to repel an attempted inva- 
sion, or to suppress an insurrection. 
~ For these reasons, I return the bill for your further consideration.

Your Committee appointed to examine the books and accounts of the

tive to such accounts and vouchers. 

In the preamble they set forth that the joint committee have reported 
“that some defaleations have occurred in some of the departments of the 
Territorial Government,” while the facts are, no such joint report has 
been made. 

The Assembly committee, probably without design, in their report, en- 
tirely ignored the existence of the Senate committee, as no conference 
on the report has béen called. 

Your committee, in the course of their investigations, have found a 
want of systematic management in some of the departments, and a con- 
fusion among the vouchers, that has required more time for examination 
than was at first expected. We have arranged and classified the same 


_ in proper form, and are making abstracts of the same, and of the various 


accounts for future reference.. 

In an examination of the warrant account, it at first appeared to your 
committee that the Supreme Judges had overdrawn their salaries, but a 
further examination proved our impressions incorrect. 

The computation of the Assembly committee was based upon the sala- 
ries fixed by Territorial law, whereas, by the decision of this body, the 
Supreme Judges acting from the thirty-first day of October (the date of 
adoption of State Constitution), to the fifth day of December, in the year 
of our Lord, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-four, are éntitled to 
the compensation allowed Judges under said Constitution. 

Your committee, in the course of their investigations, find that but few 
of the toll road companies have complied with the requirements of law 


in payment of two per cent. of gross proceeds into the treasury for the 
School fund. 
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Your committee would represent that they have been unable to com- 
plete their report, and would ask that two weeks further time be granted 
for the completion of the same, and that the same be laid over for the 
action of the next Legislature.
